cause of commercialized vice, the re- 
port says, is the use of intoxicating 
liquors.

places, lack of responsibility by par- 
ents, non-enforcement of 
laws

officials,

The committee 
found that 
the 


wage question had no material rela- 
tion to a girl's downfall. 


The 
committee 
recommends 


among other things: 


"That a moral court be establish- 


ed in cities of the first class with 
exclusive jurisdiction over all cases 
involving moral offenses. 


"That a law similar to the Mann 


act, applicable between

"That a permanent state police 


department be established 
in

state with power to investigate im-

dance halls. That a liquor license 
may be automatically revoked upon 
a plea of guilty, or conviction.

"That the publicity of ownership

"The man's part in 
the

evil," says the committee, "is des- 
p'cable and mean enough to 
merit 


the harshest terms of reproach and 
dibgust. 
The exploiter of the body 


and soul of women for money gain 
is worthy to be the lowest outcast in 
society, rather than the weaker, ig- 
norant or unfortunate 
person 
ex- 


ploited. 


"The penalties for such exploita- 


tions must be made most severe, and 
must come with absolute certainty 
upon conviction. The 
fine system 


which is unjust and 
worthless for 


both men and 
women 
should 
be 


abolished: male offenders should be 
punished for contempt of court when 
they follow the common custom of 
gixing a fictitious name before 
the 


court, and should be given a 
time 


sentence to a penal institution, not 
esoapable by payment of fines, thus 
sharing their guilt with the state."

The ancient 
Hindus had a secret method of mak- 
ing rustproof iron, and much iron is 
now manufactured for special uses at 
comparatively high cost which is rea- 
sonably free from impurities and so 
less likely to give way to rust, but the 
inventor of completely rustproof, cheap 
iron has a vast fortune awaiting him.

Frederic Harrison some 
years ago counted the words in a num- 
ber of typical sentences, finding that in 
the earlier books it was no uncommon 
thin? for Ruskin to run beyond the 
page before permitting himself and his 
readers the relief of a full stop, but in 
every case the sense is ns clear as day. 


Wordsworth's poem on the "Charac-

Apart 
from the opening and closing couplets 
the poem consists of two very long 
compound sentences almost entirely 
comprised of adjectival clauses. The 
longer of the two sentences contains 
fifty-seven decasyllabic lines.

Dodz during the past two days has ott- 
curred in the i-ourse of maneuvering

On the Bzczerczow line, which Is 15 


to 20 miles long, east of the Warta, 
the fighting appears to Indicate that 
the Germans have been heavily rein* 
forced, and that they are filling the gap 
between their right wing and 
the 


isolated body which has been striving 
to turn the Russian left. 


The German defense on the northern 


front in east Prussia, occupies a posi- 
tion along the river, Angerai>|> 
from 


Gumbinnen to Darkchmen and thence 
to the northern extremity of the Ma- 
zurian Lakes at Angerburg. Here the 
Russians are entrenched close to tf e 
German line. On the east front of the 
lakes and to the Vistula, the Russians 
have taken a position slightly back of 
their lines of advance of ten days ago. 
Both sides appear to be awaiting the 
outcome of the struggle at Lodz. The 
main German forces 4n this region are 
concentrated about Mlawa. 


The military critic of the 
Bounfe 


Gazette reckons that tlje loss of the 
Austrlans in prisoners is equal to 
their number of dead and wounded 
and places the fighting strength of 
Austria now at two-thirds of what it 
was at the beginning of the war. He 
cites'the smaller percentage of Aus- 
trian artillery falling 
into 
Russian 


hands and says this is accounted for* 
by an explanation in a recent Issue of 
the official war messenger to the ef- 
fect that since the second Austrian re- 
treat from Poland, the Austrian artil- 
lery is always withdrawn from 
the 


field before the final issue of the bat- 
tle. This, he declares, amounts to be- 
.glnnjng a retreat before they are act- 
ually defeated. 


The critic also points out Iff large 


proportion of officers, including col- 
onels and lieutenant colonels, among 
the prisoners, as indicating the de- 
moralization of the 
Austrian army 


and the loss of th/ fighting spirit. He 
states that the last 
fifty 
thousand 


Austrian prisoners included 600 com- 
missioned officers. 
The writer con- 


trasts this with the results where the 
Russians are engaged against 
the 


Germans. There, he declared, the of- 
ficers fall fighting.
